The new note will be ready In a 
day or two to be sent to Berlin. Some 
changes suggested at the m eeting will 
be incorporated, and, after 
careful 
revision by Secretary of State Lan 
sing, it will be cabled to Ambassador 
Gerard. Publication will be withheld 
uutil the note actually has been re 
ceived in berlin. 
It was the first cabinet m eeting In 
a month, aud the secretaries, return 
lug 
from 
different sections of the 
country, brought to the president their 
views of public sentiment. Generally 
it was for taking a firm stand. 
There 
were no m anifestations of 
tension in official quarters, confidence 
prevailing that In the absence of auy 
new violation of American right* ths 
situation 
would not become limns 
diately dangerous. 
Some officials felt, however, that 
the attack on the Britisli steamship 
Orduna, endangering a score of Auier 
Acana, had Introduced a new set of 
circumstances, showing that even on 
voyages from Europe to the Uuited 
States, su b m arin e warfare, as being 
waged by Germany, subjects neutrals 
to constant risks. 
It is expected that the note will re 
iterate 
the 
position taken by the 
United States iu its previous uotes 
that assurances be given by Germany 
that lives of Americans traveling on 
the high seas, bound on lawful mis 
slons aboard unresisting and unarmed 
m erchant vessels, be made safe. 
There is no doubt the note will 
make plain 
the displeasure of thin 
governm ent over Germany's failure to 
furnish the assurances aa to the fu 
lure conduct of the aubm ariue war 
fare that were asked for.
